Youth Acquitted of 
Marian 


Lambert's Murder Said 


To Be At Woodruff 


Will H. Orpet, the former Wis- 
- cousin University student who was 


recently acquitted of the murder of 
bis sweetheart, Marian Lambert in 
\Vaukegan, 111., is believed to be se- 
cluded at a summer resort in Oneida 
county. 
It is known that Orpet 


boarded a Northwestern train 
in 


Milwaukee last Saturday night and 
it is said that he alighted from the 
train 
the following morning in 


Woodruff. 


Orpet is traveling incognito and 


refused to divulge to anyone his 
destination, any more than the as- 
sertion that he was going into the 
northern Wisconsin woods for a 
several weeks rest. 


A Woodruff man, who was 
in 


Rhinelander Tuesday" and who re- 
. quests that his name be not men- 


tioned, declares that a pale, nervous 
appearing young man who in every 
•way answered the description of 
Orpet alighted from a sleeping car 
In Woodruff Sunday morning and 
\vas later'seen on his way to one of 
the nearby resorts. An elderly wo-" 
man and two or three men accom- 
panied the young man and were 
possibly members of his party. The 
Wodruff man states that he is al- 
most positive that the 
mysterious 
youth was Orpet. 


The following is taken from the 


Milwaukee Daily News: 
"I am going to begin all over a- 
gain," said 
Will H. l)rpet, who 
spent a few hours in Milwaukee 
•while on his way to Northern Wis- 
consin where he will rest up for 
several weeks. Orpet was 
found 
not guilty on July 16 of the charge 
of murdering Marian Lambert, who 
was found dead near Lake Forest, 
III.'I do not care to say where I a~m 
going, except 'that it will be to a 
northern summer resort, where 
I 
shall not be known", said Orpet. "1 
want to bealone. Whenlfeel strong 
and have built myself up again to 
•where I can make a new fight, 
I 
shall come out of the wods, find a 
job and start new." 


'He said he would not return to 
the University of Wisconsin, where 
he was a student at the lime of his 
arrest. 


Orpet shows the strain of life in 
~}ail and the long trial in which he 


•was the central figure. He is pale 
and nervous. He talks little and 
' very seldom smiles.

Fort Sam Houston, July 18, '1C. 
Editor New North: 


Rhinelander, Wis. 
Now that we are all settled and 
know where "we are at" I will 
try and give you some idea of our 
trip. First of all we want every- 
body to know that we are all well 
and do not mind the heat as much 
as we thought we would. We are 
three miles from San Antonio by 
the electric line or jitneys. This is 
a beadUiful city of about 123,000 
population. Fort Sam Houston is 
the largest army post in the U. S. 
With 
state Troops 
and 
regular 


army there are about 20,000 men 
camped here. We have the largest 
regiment, (2nd. Wis.) 1245 enlist- 
ed men and 56 officers. 
We drill 


from 720 to 11:30 a. rru, and from 
3:00 to 4:00 p. m., and in this hot 
weather it is plenty. It has rain- 
ed twice since we have been here;

Ve were fed on what is called the 
ravel ration. This is corned beef,

Each train or section 
lad a baggage car in which were 
mounted two field ranges.

hrough the train in large boilers.
